That is, that he 
guaranteed by Hie bank signature that 
the sums indicated in the checks were 
held by the institution to the credit 
of the drawer. 
To over-certify bank 
paper is under the federal statute an 
offense punishable by imprisonment 
of not less than five years and not 
more than ten years. 
One count is devoted to each of the 
checks inx'olved. 
It is alleged that 
Heinze knew' that Otto Heinze & Co. 
did not have to its credit the sums 
named In the various checks. 
T he 
sixteenth 
count 
in 
the 
indictment 
charges that Heinze intentionally ap­ 
plied the funds of the bank and with­ 
out the knowledge of the directors to 
the paym ents of the fifteen checks 
drawn by 
Otto Heinze & 
Co. and 
knowing th at the company did not 
have on deposit with the bank a sum 
to the amount named in the certified 
checks. 
For such 
an offense the federal 
statutes provide a penalty of not less 
than five years’ imprisonment or a 
fine of not more than $5,000, or both.

He charged the president 
with not being a sensible man and 
with having turned on the gas and not 
the light, and with going up and down 
the country condemning and striking 
with the big stick the heads of great 
industrial institutions. 
Republican policies were attacked 
by Hardwick of Georgia, who predict­ 
ed that ihe only safety for Hie party 
lay in the nomination of Secretary 
Taft for the presidency. 
T he national banking laws were dis­ 
cussed by Mr. Norris of Nebraska, who 
urges as a protection to depositors the 
taxing of bank leposits with Hie view 
of securing a fund for that purpose.
